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1. In mid-September four 60-ton tanks, and an unspecified number of smaller ones 
plus a "hure" quantity of war meteriel were seen transported across the Danube 
from thé Rumanian shore at Vidin. Ferry boats were used wiich cerried rail-~ 
road trains heading south.
